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DOCUMENTS BRANCH 


1. Its Mission | 

fhe Documents Branch of the Office of Operations exploits important 
intelligence information on other countries found in foreign language publi- 
cations and documents. This Branch processes thousands ef documents and 
publications currently being received from the Par East, and some from the 
War, State and Navy Departments, to determine those of intelligence value. 
These are translated, sumarised, or abstracted accorting to the needs of the 
consumers. These consumers today include not only the various branches of 
GIG, but the White House, Library of Congress, and War, State, Navy and 
Commerce Departments. (See Appendix Ho. 5). 

In this operation, foreign Language newspapers and periodicals, 
bocks and deosuments are searched for valuable intelligence. Extracts and 
summertes are prepared to meet the requirements of other branches of CIO, and 
government departuants such as State, War, Navy and Commerce. A considerable 
axount of valuable information is obtained for industry. 

The Deguments Branch is currently engaged in examining same 650,000 
documents captured from the Japanese. These include 150,000 volumes of the 
South Manghurian Railway which wes the front for the principal Japanese | 
espionage organization on the mainland of Asia, Another 50,000 volumes of the 
Bast Asia Research Institute are now under screening. ‘The reports prepared by 
the foremest research technicians of Japan on Mast Asia provide’ accurate and 
comprehensive information on the area, . | 


Documenta and periodicals processed oy the pooqugents Branch of the 


Ooffica of Operations provide intelligence not obtainable from any other souree, 
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A forner Chief of Baval Intelligence estimates that the majority of ail 
intelligence available in peacetime comes from published reports, It is the 
mission of the Documents Branch to exploit such material for intelligence wital 
to national security. It was found during the war that documents were invaluable 
in previding information about the eneny, often unobtainable from any ether source. 
For exanple, on the third day of the Ardennes offensive in December 1944 « 
_eaptured dowument gave the oomplete plans of the German attack, assisting the 
Anorican peanaasace 4n countering the offensive, The availability of personnel 
skilled in handling documents facilitated the rapid exploitation of this 
information. While it is not anticipated that the military plane of potential 
enemies will cons under the scrutiny of the Documents Branch in peacetime, much 
information on industriel plans and potential of ether countries is now being 
discovered by the organisation and being exploited for the benefit of the military 
services and other government agencies.

Documents 

are also received through State, War and Nevy Department Channele. In addition 
there are a large number of valuable fereign language technical publications - 
particularily in the Russian language < whioh are now received by the Library of 
Congress which should be screened end analysed to give full benefit not only 

to the government intelligence agencies but also to American industry. The 
Documents Branch is equipped to do this job which at present is being left undone,

te American industry which are forwarded te the Department of Commerce; (3) decusents 
of pessible future value which are stored, and (4) docunents of no intelligence 
or industrial interest which are sent to the Library of Congresa, 
After sereening a short summary of each document of intelligence value 
is prepared, Over 2,500 abstracts are prepared each week. 
Documents after screening are then sent to the Library section where they 
are classified, catalogued and filed.

Rietributien ~ The actual distribution ef docuncnts. is handled in the 
following fashion. only those doewnents are translated which will be used by 
consumers, Approximately fifty translations ere eontinually in pregress in the 
Documents Branch, The Decuments Branch is onlled te meet requirements for 
extraction of specific information from certain material, All dscuments in the 
possession of the Decusents Brench that say contain the desired information are 
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Closely scanned by competent research analysts, after all documents have 
been searched the report may be made by preparation of statistical tables, 
charts OF TAPS. Extrast translations from a number of decwnzents may de 
prepared. A study is developed presenting the inforaation in its most 
daatie form. . 

Documents Branch at present is conducting fourteen research projects 
in answer to requirements for strategic intelligence information. 

Publication of the Documents Branch include translations of specific 
documents, tho acecegaion list, and a card file of industrial plait information 
for the use of the various covernment depertmente,
